Houses, Branches and Groups of Toc H 


Toc H (TaLBor House) had its origin, as its name implies, in а House in Poperinghe 
opened in 1915 to serve the overwhelming needs of men defending the Ypres salient ; a 

daughter," christened “ Little Talbot House,” was established in Ypres itself in 1917. It 
was therefore natural that the Toc H movement, which began in London in 1920 by rallying 
again the survivors from Talbot House overseas, should express itself in the visible home 
of a family of men. The first home was a small flat on the edge of the City of London, soon 
exchanged for a large house in Kensington which took the name of “ Mark I "—in nür 
pation of other “Marks " to follow. The list below shows that the anticipation was justified. 
The organisation of Toc H to-day spreads upwards from some one or two keen indi- 
viduals in a place who become the “ pivotal" men of a little Group. The Group, having 
appointed a secretary and a padre, is duly registered by Headquarters, and may—after a 
real and extended trial of its cohesion and capacity for service—be promoted to be a Branch, 
a self-governing body of members to whom a “ Lamp of Maintenance” is entru$ted by the 
Central Executive. Such a Branch may eventually find that a residential House is, or is 
not, necessary and possible of achievement; most Branches and Groups work with a modest 
room, if possible with a tiny chapel attached, for their weekly or nightly meetings. 


| Тнв Тос Н Leacue or Women Herrers (L.W.H., often nicknamed the “ Тос Emmas 2) 
is a separate body with its own constitution and government. It is primarily, as its name implies, 
an auxiliary of Toc H, working only in places where a Toc H Branch or Group is already estab- 
lished, helping in the domestic side of Toc Н Houses, etc. But it also complements, by work 
among women and girls, the service of Toc H among men and boys. The L.W.H. subscribes 
to the same fundamental principles as Toc H, and is organised in the same way in Houses, 
Branches and Groups.

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ANNUAL REPORT, 1925-26 
"I HE 192; REPORT opened with a record of the World Tour by Padres 


Clayton and Leonard ; 1926 saw the remaining Dominion of our Common- 
wealth invaded by Harry Ellison with unhoped-for success. Visiting South 
Africa and Rhodesia on what was intended to be a holiday, Padre Ellison left 
it Six months later with 35 Groups, in addition to one Branch previously founded. 
The welcome given to Toc H by all se&ions of the community, English 
and Dutch, is a matter for grcat thanksgiving, and the lighting of six lamps 
for South Africa and Rhodesia set the crown on Padre Ellison”s magnificent 
work. The year has also seen further extensions in Australia, India and the 
Middle East, a live Group in Newfoundland and another in the Continent of 
Europe at Antwerp. The anonymous donor of Mark L, South America, has 
been revealed as Mrs. David Shennan, and the house has been opened and is now 
in being. At home the spread of Toc H has bcen unchecked, save only for lack 
of funds and personnel for organising work. In Great Britain and Ircland there 
has been an increase during the 12 months of 12 Branches and 41 Groups. Over- 
seas the increase has becn three Branches and 42 Groups. İt is of special interest 
to note that the increase has been accompanied by a general tightening up of con- 
ditions of membership and few members can now qualify for membership under 
a shorter period than two or three months. 

The Schools Department has. been re-organised into the Schools Service 
Bureau. For the Services a Services Advisory Committee has been formed 
and Toc H is beginning to obtain active support in the Royal Navy ; while the 
Royal Air Force has a considerable number of members. This Committee is 
constituted as follows: Commander Rodney Scott, A.M. (for the Royal Navy); 
Major-General L. Oldfield, C.B., C.M.G., D.S.O., В.А. (for the Army); Flight- 
Captain А. S. Godman, D.F.C. (for the Royal Air Force); Padre J. H. Bateson; 
the Rev. W. B. Hughes, C.F.; and the General Secretary. 

The Annual Festival was held this year in Manchester. It was attended by 
H.R.H. the Patron and about 2,500 delegates, including a special delegation 
from Australia, the Very Rev. Horace Crotty and Donald Cleland, and the Rev. 
Pryor Grant from U.S.A. Canada, India, South America and South Africa 
were also represented. 

Padre M. P. G. Leonard is re-visiting Australia and his place taken in Man- 
chester by Padre E. Davidson, of Sydney, N.S.W. Padre Hugh Sawbridge 
has left on a visit to the U.S.A., and Padre A. L. Siderfin has been appointed in 
his place at Leicester. Padre R. H. L. Slater has joined the full time staff at 
Newcastle and Padre Frank Spurway at Birmingham. ‘The lay staff has been 
increased by the appointment of Jolliffe Walker as Northern Arca Secretary 
at Newcastle and H. C. Miller as Area Secretary for N.E. Yorks and Lincolnshire, 
with H.Q. at Hull. For the purposes of administration, England and Wales 
have been divided into 13 areas, including the London area, but only nine of 
these have any whole time staff at present. The Guard of the Lamp have under 
review the work of all Branches during 1926, and their records show 
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that an increasing contribution to social work is being made through the 
membership. 

Toc H sustained a most severe loss by the sudden death, on November 17, 1926, 
of Herbert Fleming, C.F., Honorary Administrative Padre of the movement since 
1923. He held a unique position in the counsels of the Central Executive, and 
as the friend and adviser of all the padres of Toc H, of every member of the 
Staff at Headquarters, and of the men in the two particular Branches, Mark II. 
and Chelsea, of which he was chaplain; he was a man trusted and beloved by 
all. Asilver Lamp of Maintenance, presented by Toc H, in proud thanksgiving, 
to the Royal Army Chaplain's Department, will commemorate him in the chapel 
of the R.M.A., Woolwich, where for many years hc served. 


ACCOUNTS. 

The result for the year ending October 31, 1926, is an excess of £2,627 7s. 3d., 
expenditure over income, as compared with £2,548 17s. 3d. for the previous 
year. It will be noticed that this figure is without taking into account sums 
credited direct to Funds on the Balance Sheet, which amount in total to £4,390 
gs. 4d. The Revenue Account, however, includes £1,594 16s. rod., the net 
proceeds of the West Yorks Federation Committee’s Bazaar held at Halifax, 
which has since been applied in the repayment of the mortgage and accrued in- 
terest on the Halifax property. If allowance were made for this payment the 
excess of expenditure over income for the year would have been £4,222 4s. 1d. 

The figures relate, not only to Headquarters, but to the London Hostels 
and to the following Branches with houses, viz. : Manchester, Salford and Hulme, 
Southampton, Birmingham, Sheffield, Bristol, Hull, Leicester, Swindon, Halifax 
and Newcastle. Analysed accounts are being supplied to the Branches concerned.

Excepting the Manchester Area Secretary, whose salary is met from the Man- 
chester, Salford and Hulme accounts, the salaries of Area Secretaries fall on 
the accounts of Headquarters, as do the salaries of all whole-time Area Padres, 
excepting one in London, who is on the staff of All Hallows ; and the part-time 
padres in Liverpool and Southampton. The whole cost of Headquarters also 
falls on this account, and the deficit of nearly £5,000 on this section of the accounts 
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is really the important figure. It is in regard to this figure that an appeal has 
already been made to Branches and Groups to make special contributions to 
Headquarters, 

_ Taking the income side of the Income and Expenditure Account first, the follow- 
ing points are of interest (shillings and pence are purposely omitted). Donations 
ın 1924—23 amounted to £4,951 plus £1,590 received from the Chaplaincy 
Account, making a total of £6,541; in 1925—26 they were £3,009 plus £2,875, 
making £5,884, a decrease of £657. Receipts from sales of publications have 
increased from {297 to £558; rents receivable from £130 to £244; surplus 
on hostels from £468 to £780; proceeds from bazaars increased from £135 
to £1,788 (including the sum of nearly £1,600 referred to in the first paragraph 
and used for capital expenditure). A new item, Rushlight fees,appears in the 
Accounts for the first time ; while all other items were substantially the same as 
last year. The figure shown against membership subscriptions includes only 
subscriptions of general members received direct at Headquarters, the subscriptions 
paid to the Branches whose transactions are included in the Accounts, and the 
Headquarters share of other Branch and Group subscriptions. The total 
subscriptions actually paid by members therefore exceed the figures shown. 

On the expenditure side there were the following increases in expenditure 
over the previous year: Rent, rates and insurance (due to the new Headquarter's 
offices), £651, together with a new item of £53 for heating and lighting, and £50 
to reduce the premium paid for the lease of 1, Queen Anne's Gate; office staff 
wages, £824; general expenses, £58; administration Staff salaries, £406 ; post- 
ages, ctc., £72; publications and propaganda (balanced by larger sales), £247; 
interest on loans and bank interest, £212; and legal expenses, £380. This last 
item was due to our filing an appeal against a decision of the Inland Revenue 
which made Toc H liable to pay income tax. The decision was in our favour. 

On the other hand there were the following decreases in expenditure, as com- 
pared with the previous year: On padres’ salaries (owing to vacancies on the 
staff) and travelling expenses, £670; on repairs, etc., £129; Birthday Festival 
expenses, £95; and depreciation on furniture, £262. All other items were 
substantially the same as before. 

The increase on administration Staff salaries is due to the appointments of addi- 
tional staff in certain areas, the administrative staff at Headquarters remaining 
the same. The renting of an adequate office and larger office staff was 
unavoidable owing to the increasing work due to the spread of the Movement. 

It is obvious from the foregoing that we are still in urgent need of the help 
and generous support of everyone conneéted with Toc H, besides those whom 
we hope to interest in the near future.
